having a "T" shaped cross section defined by a first bar flange portion and a second bar web 
portion integral with the first bar flange portion at approximately the center of the first bar flange 
portion and perpendicular thereto, and the bar portion facing forwardly toward the rear surface of 
the face wall in addition to the other elements of structure claimed.
